The statement follows; 

More Space Needed 

“The college needs more space 
because the large number of war 
babies which have recently 
cuused housing problems in the 
elementary and high schools are 
now asking for admission in the 
Jucor colleges. Beginning in Sep- 
tetnber Chaffey college will be 
receiving graduating Classes 
from two high schools and = in 
three years from three high 
schoo!s within the Chaffey dis- 
trict. At present Chaffey College 
faciities are crowded. The state 
iegisiature is requiring the” jun-* 
ior colleges of California to han- 
dle a larger and larger percent- 


age of the freshman and_ soph- 
omore years of college instruc- 
tion. 

“The college should purchase 


the high school part of the Chaf- 
fey campus because the Chaffey 
campus’ can house more than 
4,000 students. Both state and 
national educational authorities 
claim that 4,000 is too large tor 
a high school but not too large 
for a junior college. Kveryone 
seeins to be in agreement if only 
one institution should remain on 


the Chaffey campus, it should 
then be Chaffey college. 
“The proposed plan is urged 


because it provides a maximum 
service of high school and junior 
college education. 

, Cost Is Low 

“We have valid evidence a com- 
plete high school for 2,500 pupils 
can be supplied for $3,000,000. 
This apparent low cost is made 
possible through the use of an 
extremely new type of school 
construction. By building ‘precast 
tilt-up’ structures, Chaffey dis- 
trict is now obtaining Upland 
high school at less than two-thirds 
the cost of Fontana High school, 
which was built by another meth- 
od. By using the new ‘‘precast 
tilt-up’’ type of construction an 
auditorium with a seating capa- 
city. of 1,500 can be built * for 
$275,000, 

“Historically, the Chaffey cam- 
pus has seyved the entire Chaffey 
District. It was paid for by tax 
monies collected in the’ entire 
Chaffey district. With the college 
remaining on the Chaffey campus 
it will continue to serve the en- 
tire Chaffey district. If only a 
high school remains on the Chaf- 
fey campus it will serve only 
Ontario. 

“The proposed plan provides 
for maximum use of the Chaffey 
campus at all times. The high 
school will continue to use the 
campus as long as the space is 
not required by the expanding 
college enrollment. 

Many Support Plan 

‘The plan has the complete 
support of the Taxpayers. Asso- 
ciation of San Bernardino county, 
the finance advisory committee 
to the Chaffey board of trustees, 
the state division of school plan- 
ning, and the members of the 
Chaffey board of trustees. 

Your representatives, the mem- 
bers of the Chaffey Board of 
Trustees, urge your ‘Yes’’ vote 
on the Chaffey bonds.’’

Many agencies and individuals 
have approved the bond proposal 
and one candidate for the Chaf- 
fey board is reported to be op- 
posing the measure. 

In the Upland foothill district, 
strong efforts are being made 
in the interests of electing Nel- 
son A. Gray to a place on the 
Chaffey board. He is one of four 
candidates. William A. Gilliland, 
Upland, is retiring from the 
board. Traditionally, the Upland 
district has had a place on the 
board and Mr. Gray, a long-time 
Uplander, a Chaffey and Stanford 
university graduate, is being 
highly recommended for election. 

Other candidates for the Chaf- 
fey board are Dr. William J. 
Kelber and Kenneth Parking, 
Ontario, and Neville Crosby, 
Fontana. On the Chaffey board 
at present are two Ontario resi- 
dents, one from Fontana and 
A. H. Utman of Etiwanda. 

In the Upland elementary 
school board elections unopposed 
candidates are Jarvis J. Leman 
and Dr. John Skewis. A contest 
prevails in the Alta Loma school 
board contest between Charles 
M. Smith, 110 Baseline, and Phil- 
ip “H. Runnells, 17249. Garnett. 
For the Cucamonga board 
(south), candidates for the one 
vacancy are Marie Greco, in- 
cumbent, and Mrs. Carmen Her- 
nandez, 10142 Twnty-fourth 
street.

{Subdivisions 
Contain 251 Lots 
In Upland Area 


Four subdivisions comprising 
251 lots in county territory, two 
of them near Red Hill, have been 
referred to the Upland planning 
commission for opinion by the 
county planners. 


Two of the subdivision propo- 
sals have been filed by Boyd & 
Fields, Inc., Cucamonga. One of 
33 lots is a_ self-contained unit 
in semi-circle design with lots 
averaging’ 8,000 square feet. It 
joins Red Hill territory east of 
Valle Vista and runs east to the 
wash west of Carnelian Avenue. 

The other subdivision by this 
firm is plotted to run north of 
the golf club to Camino Norte, 
south of Base Line Rd. An ex- 
tension of Camino Norte will be 
the northerly boundary of the 
subdivision. Contained in the unit 
are 20 lots of a 7,200 square feet 
minimum size. 

Fankerlek-Locke, .P a sadena, 
have proposed a subdivision be- 
tween Hellman and Beryl Aves., 
north of Base Line Rd. that will 
contain an _ extension of La 
Grande St. La Vine St. will be a 
self contained street in the sub- 
division and will not be a joined 
extension to meet La Vine St. 
as it is now laid out. 

This development is mapped 
for 84 lots. The tract is below 
Upland requirements for lot size. 

The largest of the proposed 
subdivisions is by Len Building 
Co., Los Angeles, and is laid out 
to cover 65 of the 79 acres re- 
cently purchased by this firm. 
Contained in the subdivision are 
114 lots. The tract runs south of 
Foothill Blvd. to within 435 feet 
of Arrow highway and lies west 
of Hellman Ave.

Nelson Gray And The Bond Issue 


Election of Nelson A. Gray of Upland as a member of the 
Chaffey board of education is an issue separate from voting 


on the $3,600,000 Chatfey bond issue. 

You will vote either “Yes” or “No” on the bond issue. 
That is one question. 

Selection of a member of the Chaffey board is another 
question. 

It is very essential — in maintaining geographical rep- 
resentation — that Mr. Gray be elected to the Chaffey board 
in tomorrow's voting. Some Ontario residents and agencies 
are apparently seeking to “grab” representation that log- 
ically belongs to the Upland-foothill district. Many outstand- 
ing Ontario residents, however, are incensed over the situa- 
tion and are joining wholeheartedly with Uplanders in sup- 
porting Mr. Gray. 

A candidate’s expressed views on the bond issue should 
not be a determining factor in the selection of a board mem- 
ber. The bond issue was proposed long before any thought 
was given to any possible candidacies. The four “holdover” 
members of the board and the one new member chosen 
tomorrow will have the responsibility of carrying out wishes 
of the voters. 

What we are concerned about is capable representation 
from the Upland-foothill area. By training and experience, 
Mr. Gray is qualified. 

Owner of citrus and business property in Upland, ex- 
perienced in the construction business, independent in his 
thinking and knowing full well the problems of taxpayers and 
parents, Mr. Gray is able to give a very practical and sound 
approach to the complex educational and expansion prob- 
lems. 

A former athlete and scholar at Chaffey, a graduate of 
Stanford university, Mr. Gray served in the armed forces dur- 
ing world war No. 2. He has been an Upland resident dur- 
ing all of his life and resides now with his family at 1644 
North Euclid avenue. His mother is Mrs. Harriet Gray, 685 
West Twenty-first street. 

The Upland area has always been represented on the 
Chaffey board. William A. Gilliland, chairman of the board, 
is retiring and Mr. Gray is the “Upland” candidate to suc- 
ceed him. 

Of the four hold-over members, two are from Ontario, one 
from Fontana and one from Etiwanda. 

Mr. Gray is the ONLY Upland-district candidate, 
candidates are from Ontario and one from Fontana. 

Mr.-Gray’s views on the bonds are not an issue in Friday's 
election. What is the issue in selection of a board member is 
ability and geographical representation. 

Mr. Gray is regarded by many people who know all the 
candidates as rating first in ability. We know him personally 
and are willing to place unlimited trust in his judgment. 

Upland’s high school will be occupied for the first time 
this fall. Much will remain to be done in bringing it to a fully 
established four-year high school. That factor is all the more 
reason why voters in the area north of the freeway should 
unite in supporting Mr. Gray.

a trip through a streamlined 

‘ksmith shop the other day 

fae me in on the fact that there 

is 1 body quite as poorly posted 

as a newspaper man when you 
get him out of his line. 

Blacksmith shops in my early 
vr ++ vrovided the immediate 
cause for a number of trouser 
@ tnes. T used to loiter at the 
open door and watch the_black- 
work with red hot metal 
with something akin to worship. 
In tact I became so worshipful 
that I would forget to go. home 
directly from school. Hence the 
wood shed sessions. 

That village blacksmith is still 
something of a hero in my, eyes. 
He was a Scotchman who served 
long years of apprenticeship 
learning his trade—and he was 
good. Short and stocky, he was 
trim as a racing sloop and moved 
lightly as a cat. He also had a 
considerable taste for one of the 
maior exports of his native land. 

But my Scotch hero would have 
been hard put, even in his prime, 
to stand the pace set by the 
steam drop hammer experts 
working at Pacific Pipe compa- 
nv’s' new plant at Etiwanda Ave. 
and Highway 99. 

The things | saw in just a 
short time made me realize how 
much is going on in the world 
around' me that J am not aware 
of, or know the first darn thing 
about. 

Plant in Operation 

The brothers Everets have con- 
siderable to do with the func- 
tioning of Pacific Pipe. Lloyd, 
whom I met first and under emer- 
gency conditions, is the purchas- 
ing agent for the company, while 
his brother, Walter, is executive 
vice president as well as the 
guiding hand in Dum Oil Co.; 
the mother company, Pacific 
Valve, a Long Beach bank and 
a few other enterprises. 

The pipe company moved lock, 
stock and steam hammers from 
Long Beach to the Etiwanda Ave. 
location earlier this year. 

Lloyd invited me, on several 
occasions, to visit the plant and 
when it got to the point he in- 
cluded a free lunch, I took him 
up Qn the tour. 

And I.was just as fascinated 
with that, 6,000 pound steam.ham- 
mer as 1 was a lad -watehingy my 
Scotch .idol, fashion a. horseshoe. 

The guiding minds of the, Paci- 
fic Pipe d¢dompany “will probably 
feel my choi¢e of comparatives 
deplorable .when I likened its 
operations to a streamlined black- 
smith shop. The fact is, that 
while standing in the clamor of 
four steam hammers, watching 
cherry-red metal being shaped, 
the first thing I thought of was 
my Scotch friend working at his 
anvil. 


Hammer in Action 

There is no comparison, of 
course, with the exception of 
metals used. 

My Scotch friend. shaped -hot 
metal ‘by blows. from a_ heavy 
hammer and developed an arm 
as hard. as the top of Mt. Ontario. 
The three men I saw _ tending 
that 6,000 pound steam hammer 
also had to be in some sort of 
extra special physical condition. 

Each steam hammer team, of 
three men, move with all, the 
precision of a T-formation back- 
field—and just as fast. There 
seems never to be a_ wasted 
movement and on the smaller 
hammers, set to.a steady tim- 
ing, a piece of metal is always 
in position to receive each blow. 

Now don’t ask me what I saw 
made because I don’t know. But 
it had something to do with an 
airplane. The hot ingot, to be 
shaped, was about the size of a 
derby hat. A workman used 
tongs to lift it from a .modern 
furnace. A rail with trolley ap- 
paratus was used to support the 
weight of the ingot to the ham- 
mer. It was laid in place and 
rounded with three or four well 
controlled slaps of the big ham- 
mer. 

The two men at the hammer 
juggled the thing around like it 
was light as a sack of popcorn. 
When it was rounded to the shap- 
er’s satisfaction, he slid it along 
the hammer bed to the die and 
dropped it in place. Three full- 
length, crushing blows from the 
hammer, finished the job. The 
shaper lifted the molten mass 
from the die and set it in posi- 
tion for another worker to place 
an -.expert hammer man _ were 
not disclosed, but Lloyd told me 
that a good man could make 
from $40 to $60 a day. From 
what I saw, the money would 
be fully earned. 


Expert Dies -Designers 

Dies are kept in a_ glorified 
check stand and carry the names 
of leading companies in industry. 
The dies are made by men whc 
have been with the company for 
years and are noted for the pre- 
cision of their work. Heavy, bul- 
ky and of the finest steel, these 
dies fill scores of apertures in 
the check stand. 

In fact, a rundown of the com- 
anies who are steady custom- 
ers of Pacific Pipe reads like a 
Who’s' Who. of industry. The list 
runs from Standard Oil to Jetco 
Aircraft. 

One_ particular job: is for 
Hughes Aircraft Co. and the part 
is quite small, considering the 
usual run of Pacific Pipe pro- 
duction. It has to be of steel 
able to stand high temperatures.
